NIPPON LEADER 
SAYS U. S. HOLDS 
'KEY' TO PEACE 


Tokyo, April 12 (AP).—The United 
i States, Rear Admiral Tota Ishimaru 
asserted today, alone holds the key 
to the question whether there will be 
a World war in the near future. 
Regarded by Japan as one of her 
most authoritative naval experts, Ad­ 
miral Ishimaru said in an interview 
that “the heaviest responsibility ever 
placed in the hands of a single peo­ 
ple now rests with Americans. Tile 
stage is all set for an outbreak which 
may come in 1939 
Ishimaru, who says that since re­ 
tirement he is devoting his time to 
study of naval and political prob­ 
lems. though the alignment of na­ 
tions almost exactly the same as in 
1914. 
"England. France and Russia stand 
on one side with Germany, Japan 
and Italy on the other,” he said 
•'Strength is almost equally balanced 
I believe the former trio would a t­ 
tack Japan now, using Japan’s China 
policy as a pretext, if they could be 
sure of American support. 
Hence, 
the United States Ls the decisive fac­ 
tor." 
Vice versa, lie asserted Japan. Ger­ 
many and Italy might be forced to 
take the offensive if their rivals ex­ 
erted pressure.
